FRESH AIR IS 
AID TO BEAUTY 
AND VITALITY

HAT is there about youth 

that makes it so appealing’

On what do these youthful 
attributes depend? They depend 
on the circulation of blood in 
ycur body—on the load of oxygen 
that the little blood cells carry 
when they start out on their 
journey through the body. The 

‘blood stream carries oxygen to 
refresh the cells and wash them 
clear of waste products and 
gases. On its return journey it 
carries the poisons that it has 
collected on its outward trip and 
these are given off when you ex- 
hale. 

When vou fill your lungs with 
fiesh air, the blood stream takes 
up another precious life-giving 
joad of oxygen and then your 
eyes glow, your skin takes on 
brightness and life and your 
nerves become steadier. It is so 
important—this breathing! 

Ordinarily breathing should be 
unconscious, mechanically con- 
trolled, but living is so compli- 
ceted these days. We have so 
many things to do and we live 
under such stuffy, crowded con- 
ditions and in the cilies the air 
is filled with dust, smoke and 
gases. Besides our instinctive 
breathing there must be consci- 
cus breathing exercises or you 
cannot get the required amount 
of oxygen and consequently you 
grow dim and old and die be- 
cause you are too lazy to exercise 
and breathe. Breathing is just 
as essential to health and good 
looks as the proper food, water 
and sunshine. 

Breathe deeply with regular 
exercises until you develop your 
ciaphram so that it will tend to 
work automatically. When you 
arise in the morning, stand be- 
fore an open window and drink 
in great gulps of cool autmun 
air. Fill the lower part of the 
lungs, pushing out the walls of 
the abdomen, then the middle 
part, expanding the ribs like an 
accordian. Finally let the air 
flow into the upper chinks of 
your lungs until you feel you 
could choke with it. 

Hold your breath a few sec- 
onds then exhale very slowly, 
Grawing in your abdemen and 
flattening the ribs. Repeat five 
to ten times. Now fill your lungs 
with air, hold your breath a few 
seconds and blow a little of the 
air out violently through puck- 
ered lips, stop a second and re+ 
peat until all the air is expelled. 
This exercise is a good one for 
the diaphram. 

Never inhale through your 
moutu. This habit is both ugly 
and unsanitary. Nostrils were 
made to breathe through and the 
passages should be cleansed just 
as regularly and as carefully as 
you brush your teeth. If there 
is any obstruction that makes 
proper breathing difficult, see a 
specialist and have it removed. 

Breathe deeply when you get 
up in the morning; breathe dur- 
ing the day when you feel tired 
or nervous, breathe before you 
eat and again after you eat; 
breathe before you go to bed at 
night. Plenty of fresh air is 
essential for proper digestion 
and proper elimination. Breathe 
when you feel dull or unhappy— 

there is magic in it. 


ANSWER TO QUERY 

Dear Miss Hunt: Please tell 

me what to do for a hairy 
upper lip. I have tried per- 
oxide and ammonia but it 
doesn’t make the hair light— 
instead it seems to have made 
the growth more noticeable. 
Hopeful. 

Answer: If you can afford to 
du so, you should have the hairs 
removed by electrolysis. That is 
if they really are so conspicuous 
and make you unhappy. Bleach- 
ing is seldom satisfactory since 
it makes the hairs coarser and 
spongy, so even if they are light- 
er in color they are more notice- 
able. .

Tasty Dishes for Today 


MEALS COSTING

oO in a while I like to have 
a sort of housecleaning 
where food and recipes are con- 
cerned. Frequently I meniion 
unusually good dishes in my 
menus without having the spacc 
to give the recipe. Since seme 
cf these dishes may be unfa- 
miliar to you, I wish to te!l you 
how to make some of the good 
things that I’ve menitoned re- 
cently. 
Russian Meat Balis 
In yesterday’s column, for in- 
stance, I mentioned Russian 
meat balls. Since you will want 
the recipe for vour file of inex- 
pensive main dishes, here itas. 
Boil one-fourth cup rice until 
tender in salted water. Drain 
and mix with one pound of chop- 
ped beef, one Inely minced on- 
ion, one chopped tomato and salt 
end pepper to taste. Shape into 
balls and brown in a generous 
amount of fat in an iron skillet. 
Drain off the excess fat and add 
two cups of hot water or 4 
liguid made fiom half tomato 
juice and water, cover and bake 
in a slow oven for half an hour. 
Spiced Peach Toast 
Spiced peach toast is a filling 
dessert that might also be the 
main course for a luncheon. 
Make a syrup of one-half cup 
sugar, One cup water and one 
tablespoon vinegar and add one 
short piece of stick cinnamon. 
Pare and slice one pound of 
peaches, add to the syrup and 
cook until the peaches are trans- 
parent. Cut four slices of bread, 
remove the crusts and cut diag- 
onally. Dip in a milk and egg 
mixture and fry in hot fat. 
browning quickly on both sides. 
Gerve hot with the warm peach 
sauce. 
Baked Bananas 
In today’s menu, baked hba- 
malas and sausages serve as a 
main course. Arrange link sau- 
sages and peeled bananas that 
have been sprinkled with lemon 
juice on a broiler rack and put 
under a low flame. Prick the 
sausage skins to allow the fat 
to escape easily, and broil, turn- 
ing frequently and basting the 
bananas from time to time with 
a little fat until nicely browned. 
This makes a nice hurry-up 
supper main dish. : 
Stuffed Tomatoes 
Stuffed tomatoes suggest a 
good way of combining left- 
covers into a tempting and nour- 
ishing morsel. Remove the tops 
and, centers from four ripe to- 
matoes, sprinkle with salt and 
invert. Chop three-fourths cup 
cooked spinach, season with salt 
and pepper and put into the 
tomatoes pressing to the sides 
and leaving a space in the cen- 
ter. Chop enough left-over ham 
to make one-half cup, season 
with mustard and moisten with 
tomato juice and fill the cen- 
ters of the tomatoes. Sprinkle 
with buttered bread crumbs and 
bake ten or twelye minutes in a 
mcderate oven until the crumbs 
are browned.

In the matter of rewards a 
parent must be as consistent, if 
he wants results, as he is with 
punishment. It is well-known 
that any child who can depend 
upon being punished for given 
acts of conduct, will certainly 
try to avoid punishment. But it 
isn’t generally known that any 
child who is consistently reward- 
ed gains a sense of well-being. 
That as a result, he will have 
the incentive to work for his pa- 
rent’s pleasure as herein is con- 
tained the source of his own 
gratification; as from here di- 
rectly or indirectly the reward 
is certain to follow. 

Some parents have: an idea 
that a reward should be some- 
thing of value. But anything 
which is for a child’s pleasure 
may bé classified as a reward. 
This may be some trifling trin- 
ket, or a special treat, or extra 
freedom, or simply a word of 
approval, 

A reward that comes before a 
change in conduct has been af- 
fected is a bribe. Usually it 
makes a child suspicious of the 
parent's intention. “I bo ight you 
a ball so you would not do that 
any more; but there you go 
again.” This argument may 
evoke a sense of shame in a 
child, but it is doubtful if it will 
act as a corrective. Any action 
in which a child engages is a 
source of pleasure to him. If the 
parent regards it as undesirable. 
punishment is the solution. The 
experience should register an un- 
pleasant association for the act 
in the child’s mind. 

The idea that a child should 
work long and hard for a reward 
is impractical.: A child wants, 
and needs a quick return in 
pleasure for his effort. Other- 
wise, the purpose of the reward 
as an incentive will be lost. Long 
waiting for a reward is dis- 
heartening. It takes the kick out 
of the enjoyment when it finally 
is produced.
